Smith. Tho latter nlliiod his namo as pros 
idenc of the sonato, and tho bill was roturnct 
to tho governor, who also attached his signa 
turo. He then oont a message- to tbo houso 
reciting tho fact that the state constitution 
required that all bills and Joint resolution, 
passed shall bo signad by tho presiding ofti 
ccrs of the two houses; that tho joint rules 
also make tho samo provisions; that thi 
present organization oC tho sonato had boon 
frequently recognised by tho houso, anc 
that members of both houses have drawn 
per diom on tho certificates of tho presiding 
officers. 
He says that if ho had approver; 


tho bill in tho form it reached him, there 
would certainly bo uo question of its invalid- 
.ty. In conclusion, ho says: "I can noi 
sanction a proceeding which would inevita- 
bly prevent tho bill from becoming a law, 
and, believing that tho soldiers and sailors, 
o[ Indiana, aud tbo people generally, desire 
Iio legal passage of tho bill providing for tha 
erection ot a soldiers' and sailors' monument, 
I have caused the bill to bo transmitted to 
ho sonato, and is has boon returned to mo 
lor approval, signed by the prosidimg odlecr 
and the socrotary of state."
